Lansing, March 17 (ZP)—Legis­ 
lators who convened in the capi­ 
tol this week m ay be called on 
to plug holes blown in conserva­ 
tion laws by an attorney general’s 
opinion and court decision. 
Attorney 
General 
Eugene 
F. 
Black ruled some weeks ago that 
the law permitting 
conservation 
o ilicers to search cars, game bags, 
coats, etc., tor illegal 
game 
and 
seize it was unconstitutional. 
The trouble is that law enforce­ 
m ent 
officers 
can 
only 
make 
searches and seizures if they have 
good reason to believe a felony 
has been committed. (A felony is 
like 
murder, 
robbery 
armed, 
breaking and entering). 
As for misdemeanors (running 
a red light, 
parking 
overtime, 
failing to buy a dog license), law 
enforcement officer. 
can 
make 
arrests only when 
they 
witness 
the offense or its 
results. 
Thev 
may not wander in and 
out 
of 
your house, for instance, to see if 
you bought a dog license. 
Practically all conservation law 
violations are misdemeanors. 
For years, conservation officers 
have been stopping cars in the 
hunting 
season, 
looking 
over 
boats, creels, etc1., for evidence ol 
violations. Though those had been 
complaints as to the legality ut 
this procecdure, it was continued 
until Clack declared it was clear­ 
ly a v i o l a t i o n of tin* constitution.

For Testing Paint 
Cincinnati — Steel balls, spin­ 
ning at a speed of approximately 
1,800 miles an hour, are 
being 
used to test the ability of paints 
to stick to a surface in a Navy 
project at the University of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The tiny steel balls are only a 
qu arter inch in diameter. 
Dots 
of paint are put 
on

balls 
which spin at a top speed ot 2,- 
400.000 revolutions 
per minute, 
sn pended in a vacuum and driv­ 
en by a rotating magnetic field. 
The device in which 
the 
balls 
spins is called an “ulti a-centri- 
fuge.”

When the ball spins in the ul­ 
tra-centrifuge, the dot

The speed at which this 
takes (ii a ce is used to calculate 
the adhesive qualities of the paint 
under test.

“ W e must, be prepared to pay 
th e price of peace,” the P re sid en t 
said, “or assuredly w e shall pay 
th e price of w ar.” 
M r. T ru m an recited th e course 
of events abroad before heading 
into his recom m endations. 
A nd, skipping the u su al niceties 
of diplom atic language, he rap p ed 
a t Russia directly and by nam e.
